nr. McKinley's Policy Has Not 
Changed.

President McKinley's Philippine 
policy, accotding to bit Cabinet 
officers, has undergone no change 
of late, for the simple reason that 
his plans in regard to the future of 
the islands, after the ratihcation of 
the treaty of peace, have not been 
fSrmulaled. Last October he de- 
velopada Philippine policy only 
to no astant of deciding it would 
ba impoaiibla to return any or all 
of the islands to Spam. He to in- 
structed the Peace Commissioners 
at Paris, and they carried out his 
views without alteration. 

He did not decide then, nor has 
he decided yet, that the islands 
roust necessarily become a part of 
Ifaa Unilad States for all time. He 
became convinced tbat.Spau could 
not govern the itianda under the 
circumstances, and that the United 
States must assume their control 
at least temporarily, and pottibly 
permanently. 

To this extent the President's 
Philippine poli^ it clearly out- 
lined in the treaty ol paaea now 
ba to fa tha Senate. 

Whan that treaty is ratified by 
both countries, and the United 
States acquires the legal title to the 
islands, the President will then un- 
dertake to find out whether the 
Filipinos have a government strong 
enough to control the ialands, 
which few paopla baliava to be 
pottible. 

Until it is shown that the natives 
can not govern themselves the 
President will not consider the oc- 
cupation by the United States as 
anything but a trust. He believes 
it will take from now until the 
meeting of Congress in December 
to ascertain the facts, and he will 
not commit himteU to any radical 
policy in any direction OB til ha hat 
a better knowledge of the situation 
than at present, and for this pur- 
pose when the treaty is ratified he 
will recommend to Congress the 
creation of a commission to study 
the situation on the ground as a 
basis of the policy jrat to be for- 
mulated.

Tbe One Hundred aud Nineteeatb 
Psalm is the longest and most elabonte 
of all tbe psalma. It is an alpbabetieal 
paalm, having a stauza compoaad of 
eight verses for each of the 22 letters of

■iats of two ntimburs only, each of 
whioh begins with tbe same letter of the 
alphabet Tbe subject of the paalm is 
tbe law of Ood, and it is practically an 
•ipanaioo of tbe Nineteenth Paalm. Tbe 
author is unknowiL 

Tbe (opio raggests the idea that Ufa 
is a Journey, a going either toward Uod 
or from Cnxl. The pinilmist in the topic- 
al roferoncu doclarva that be is going 
toward Cicxl, dirt<<-ted by His law aud 
testimonies. If we waut to travol in the 
same direction, the word of Und is oar 
only true gnida "Tfay word is a lamp 
not" my feet aud a light unto my path. " 
Tho i.iily way to go (iivl'M way is to fol- 
low His law. What «a migjkt call the 
steps iu this way «• JwilM OSl la the 
topical reference. 

1. The firrt step is niiihidorutiiiii and 
decision to go Ood's way, aw pointed 
out by His law (verse .'i"), "I have said 
that I would keep Thy words. " Thi.s 
decision showa that th> ro li^i Im» n due 
consideration of tlio (^U(^^ti(^!l. The 
psaluiit-t has doubtless earnestly ruUhid- 
etred the luatter as to which i.i the better 
way to go, with tho law of God or 
against it, and has wisely concluded 
that ho will keep liod's word. This is 
the flrtit step toward travidiug with 
Uod. \Vu must d^ide to do su, and aft- 
er due consideration who cau fail to 
oome to the saiue oonoJnsion? Personal 
interest, duty, destiny, demand oliedi- 
enco to God's law. If men considered 
thu luattt r more thoroughly and earue«t- 
ly, more would decide to goGod'e way. 
Thonghtli-Khiioitf is largely the cause of 
godli KHiins.-H. If wo thought inoro upfjn 
our ways, we would more readily turn 
our feet uuto God's testimonies.
